UGEQ PLEBISCITE 

ON CONFEDERATION 



MONTREAL (CUP) — Quebec 
students will hold a province- 
wide plebiscite on "La Question 
Nationale" next fall. 

The Union Generate des Etu- 
diants du Quebec congress is ex- 
pected to approve a proposal by 
the executive for a plebiscite 
among all of its members. 

The plebiscite ballot — to be 
voted upon at all institutions si- 
multaneously — will ask a bat- 
tery of questions on Quebec's fu- 
ture status with English. Canada. 

"There are many facets to the 
question" according to Gcndrcau, 
vice-president of National Affairs 
of UGEQ "social cultural, econ- 
omic as well as political." 

lie said an independent com- 
mittee made up of representati- 
ves from the universities and col- 
lege federations will supervise 
the education program, the word- 
ing of the ballot, and the ple- 
biscite itself. 



He said while the official bal- 
lot will be in French the com- 
mission will approve a translat- 
ion, making sure it docs not de- 
part in spirit or in subtlety of 
meaning from the official French 
version. 

Asked when the Union would 
officially take a stand on the re- 
sults of the plebiscite, Gendreau 
said a ispecial congress would 
likely be called after the results 
of the balloting, probably some 
time in November. 

At its opening plenary session, 
labor unions told the Union to 
take a position on "The National 
Question" lightly criticizing them 
for not acting on it sooner. 

But UGEQ president Tierre 
Lcfrangois, whose term ends in 
June 1968, said the question can 
only be decided after intense 
education of the students to the 
issues involved.

S.T.S. Referendum 



A completely new constitution 
for the S.T.S. has been approved 
by their executive committee. 
This will go to referendum on 
Friday 8th. March, when all 
Education students are urged to 
vote in favor of this new cons- 
titution. 

Briefly, the old system based 
on advisory groups is to be re- 
placed by class executives (2DP 
and 2BP, FD, 1G, etc.) each 
president of which shall be an 
executive member of the S.T.S. 
executive committee in addition 
to the seven officers. Where pos- 
sible, most elections will be held 
in March to maintain continuity 
between years. 



The purpose of the class ex- 
ecutives is twofold, to foster bet- 
ter communication within the 
S.T.S., and to organize such things 
as plays, beer parties, etc., thus 
leaving the executive committee 
time to concern itself with those 
more important issues concerning 
problems related specifically to 
the student teacher, and to the 
profession of education. 

Note that there is a meeting 

today at 12.30 pm in the assembly 
hall for all education students, 
when the new constitution will be 
discussed.

SGWU Student Council 
Misappropriate Funds 



MONTREAL (CUP) — The 
Georgian has attacked student 
council president Jeff Chipman 
and his room mate John Grego- 
ry, accusing them of misappro- 
priating $380.78 in student union 
building development funds. 

A previous Georgian came out 
the same day attacking Georgian 
editor Frank Brayton as a "left- 
winger" and an irresponsible 
journalist. 

The confusion stems from 
Gregory's move in registering 
the name 'The Georgian" in his 
own name. He claims the paper 
has never been registered at 
City ball and now the regular 
papers staff have no right to 
use it. 

Brayton and Chipman have had 
a running fued stretching from 
the first issue of the Georgian 
last fall, when Brayton attacked 
Chipman for irresponsible spend- 
ing in holding a student coun- 



cil summer conference in a Lau- 
rentian chalet north of Montreal. 

Brayton is running his paper 
on the model of the syndicalist 
student press, "journal dc com- 
bat", common on almost all 
french-languagc campuses. 

He has incurred the wrath of 
many campus leaders for cutting 
back on campus coverage in favor 
of larger 1hemc.s — the Viet 
Nam War, on-campus recruiting 
by companies involved in war 
production, labor strikes, student 
power, and others. 

Chipman, a commerce student, 
has labelled Bray ton's claims of 
misappropriation of funds "pre- 
mature", saying a report on stu- 
dent union building campaign 
activities and spending is to be 
tabled in council by March 15. 

A petition asking for Bray ton's 
resignation has reportedly gather- 
ed over one thousand signatures. 
A previous attempt to depose 
him failed.

As it stands now classes 
will end on April 11th giving 
students four days to study 
over the Easter holidays. The 
extra four days, being sought 
by the petition, will give stu- 
dents invaluable time for stu- 
dy and relaxation before the 
exams. 

It is also essential that the 
library (which is to be closed,) 
be kept open during this time, 
(re Easter Weekend) for 
studying in residences is dif- 
ficult. 

A» soon as the objective of 
800 names is reached the pe- 
tition will be submitted to 
Council and through them to 
the administration. The full 
support of the Student Body 
is called upon in signing this 
petition.

Dear Sir, 

On February 9 I sat down to 
read the editorial concerning 
Administration's part on the Cen- 
tennial Centre Committee. Your 
views, as stated at that time, 
said that you were against having 
any member of Administration 
on this committee, and that the 
committee should be composed of 
students only. Having read the 
editorial, I looked at it as I do 
all your other editorials (one 
man's opinion) and let it go at 
that. 

In the light of present cir- 
cumstances, that being the re- 
signations of Mr. Shipley & Dr. 
Dion from the Centennial Centre 
Committee as a result of this 
editorial, I now regret lacking 
the insight into the power of 
the press. I mus£ now point out 
that the Centennial Centre Com- 
mittee is a body of staff, student 
and alumni — 4 staff, 5 students 
and 1 member of the alumni. 

Why are the staff members 
there? Not to take responsibility 
or control away from the stu- 
dents, but because they are the 
best source of information and 
advice we, as students, can get. 
Their knowledge of what is and 
what has been is a guide to all 
the students on that committee. 
They point out the pitfalls and 
the advantage that may be deri- 
ved from various methods of 
operation as it now stands and 
how it might be improved. In 
short, they are there to advise 
us and to help us avoid as many 
mistakes as possible. 

Every person who sits on the 
Centennial Centre Committee has 
one basic aim in mind, and that 
is to set up an efficient operation 
for our Union Building. 

The better the operation, the 
better the use that will be deri- 
ved from the building and the 
students are the direct benefac- 
tors of this better operation. 

I defy anyone to suggest that 
any staff member sits on this 
committee so that he can keep 
the control of the Union out of 
the students' hands. 

Looking at it from a personal 
point of view, sitting on the Cen- 
tennial Centre Committee has 
given me, as I know it has every 
other student who sits on it, in- 
valuable experience. Most of that 
experience has come from staff 
members. They have shown me 
where things I have suggested 
might and probably would go 
wrong. Then, once having had 
them pointed out to me, I can 
realize where changes must be 
made to improve the efficiency. 
Sure, eventually I would have 
realized it when it was in actual 
operation, but this way 1,700 
other students have not had to 
suffer for it and yet I have 
gained the same experience. 

Your editorial advocated Stu- 
dent Power which seems to be 
the general policy of the Failt-Ye 
Times' Editors this year, and aa 
far as that goes, the balance of 
voting power is in the hands of 
the students.

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Afew Constitution for the S. TS

A new constitution, radically rewritten, was 
approved by the STS executive committee at their 
last meeting, February 21st. 

What is its purpose ? 

What are the changes ? 

In the next few days, prior to the referendum, 
these questions should be considered carefully by 
all Education Students. Some of the answers are 
set down below. 

1. It has been found that the old constitution 
was far too centralized, and that close contact 
with the ordinary member of the STS was most 
difficult. We, as your Executive Committee, could 
not obtain enough feedback from the ordinary 
member of the STS. We want to know more about 
what the membership really wants from their 
Executive Committee. 

2. The old constitution, at the grass-roots 
level, depended on the Advisory Group. From the 
STfc" point of view, the Advisory Group system 
has proved to be a total failure as nearly all the 
Advisory Groups only operated right at the be- 
ginning of the term and then largely disappeared. 
There were also too many Advisory Groups. For 
example, there were 21 Advisory Groups in the 
Freshman year, and each group had its Advisory 
Group Representative (AGR). One of these AGIls 
was chosen to sit on the STS Executive Com- 
mittee as the Freshman Representative. This STS 
Representative then had to report back to the 
20 other AGRs. This sort of meeting was very 
difficult to operate, and usually there was a com- 
plete break-down in communications. Therefore in 
the new constitution the STS has completely given 
up the Advisory Group for its purposes. 

3. Most classes within Education ha ve a Class 
President and a small Class Executive, but the 

old constitution* did not recognize the Classes or 
( lass Presidents at all. There seems to be con- 
siderable Class spirit, and the Classes do work 
as a cohesive body, so therefore the Executive 
Committee of the STS have decided to abandon 
the Advisory Group system and to replace it with 
Class, representation. Each Class President will 
now sit on the STS Executive Committee. There 
are eight Classes, at present, within the STS, so 
eight Class Presidents will sit on the STS Execu- 
tive Comittee, and they will be called Executive 
Members of the STS Executive Committee. Each 
Class President will have his own small Class Exe- 
cutive within his Class, and the new constitution 
lays down that each Class Executive will have, 
at least, the following positions : — A) President, 
B) Vice-President, C) Secretary-Treasurer, and D) 
Social Convenor. 

The Social Convenor will be responsible for 
Class Parties, entertainments, and for finding re- 
presentatives for campus-wide organizations such 
as Royal, Carnival, Dance, etc., if asked to help by 
these organizations. 

4. The new STS Executive Committee will be 
as follows, with the months of their election : 
Executive Officers. 

1. President (October) 

2. First Vice-President (March) 

3.Second Vice-President (Freshman) (October) 



4. Treasurer (March) 

5. Secretary (October) 

6 & 7. Two Education reps.

Council. (March) 
Executive Members. 

1. Class President of 2DP, 2BP, (March) 

2. Class President of 2D (March) 

3. Class President of 2B, 2Bh (March) 

4. Class President of FDP, FBP (October) 

5. Class President of FD (October) 

(i. Class President of FB, FBH (October) 

7. Class President of 2S (October) 

8. Class President of 1G (October) 

Elections in March refer to March the pre- 
vious year. This gives an STS Executive Com- 
mittee of 15 members, and the quorum will be 
two-thirds (i.e. 10 members). The Class Executive 
will be elected at the same time as the Class Pre- 
sidents, and STS Executive Officers and existing 
Executive Members will call and supervise these 
Class elections. 

Why are some of the Executive Committee 
elected in March and some in October ? The rea- 
son for this division is continuity. No education 
student is here at Mac. for longer than two years, 
and it is vital that the STS has continuous exis- 
tence. The Executive Members and Members elect- 
ed in March have the duty of keeping the STS 
going throughout the summer, and for preparing 
the STS' program and elections for the first three 
or four weeks at the biginning of the September 
term. 

5. One of the ideas behind the new constitu- 
tion is to make the STS Executive Committee. At 
its meetings policy will be discussed, and decisions 
made on policy. The STS Executive Committee 
should not concern itself with the administration of 
beer parties, organizing plays, debates dances, 
but should leave these matters to the individual 
Class Executives. If the STS Executive Committee 
is freed from these administrative tasks, it will 
be able to devote more of its time to the real 
problems of the student teacher and the profes- 
sion of education. 

6, The new constitution will go to referendum 
Friday, March 8th., and all members of the STS 
are asked to vote for the new constitution. Pro-

The month of March rolls in and with it comes the student elections whereby 
the reigns of responsibility in student administration lake new hands. To what end 
these new coachmen will give direction remains a wonderfully uncertain prospect. 
Now we can but speculate on the future year and draw on the experience of that past. 

What of the fading year ? What has student government accomplished in the 
past eight months ? From the point of view of the Students' Council and its members 
it has been a busy and productive year. Few but they themselves realize the involve- 
ment behind the seemingly few issues of importance. 

Most are aware, or should be, of the constitutional changes they were called 
upon to ratify by referendum. The Students' Council itself took new form as approval 
was Riven for three members-at-lai -ge replacing the President of Gold Key Society, 
and the Presidents of Women's and Mens Residence. With this came a change in 
term of office to coincide with the fiscal year, i.e. from June 1 to May 31. 

Our disciplinary set-up saw test at the polls as well. After long hours of 
meetings and discussion the Student Disciplinary Hoard became an important 
Article in the Students' Society constitution. This was not affected, however, until 
you. the Student body exercised your right in requesting that Council reconsider the 
original proposal presented for referendum. In addition to the SDB, a Student 
Affairs Disciplinary Committee was established as a sub committee to deal with 
immediate discipline needs. Support for this judiciary wing was to come through the* 
"honor system". Here the student body has failed to meet its responsibility and 
Council iii recognizing this has taken steps to improve its marshalling and regulatory 
procedures. Coupled with this the Students' Council gave approval to Guidelines for 
dealing with -Student Discipline at Macdonald College, a general responsibility state- 
ment co signed by Dr. Dion and Dean brawn . 

The Centennial Centre Committee took active form this year under the direction 
of Students' Council, all according to a format approved by last year's Council. This 
committee has been actively engaged in policy matters for the Centennial Centre. 
Difficulties have been encountered over opinions impressed as to the Committees' 
composition but hopefully these have been resolved to the greatest benefit of all 
concerned. 

In the realm of Kxternal Affairs, the Council has taken new and progressive 
steps. Under direction of 2nd V.P. a committee has given thorough investigation of 
provincial and national student unions. From their findings Council concluded that 
Macdonald College should not accept membership in CDS or UGKQ. An attempt will 
be made to inform the student body of the value of such organized student movements 
so that we will be prepared to take a greater part in activity outside the Mac campus. 
This very concept was this year aided by the financial assistance of Council in sending 
Macdonald delegates to the Mcdill Conference on Student Affairs, the McGill Confe- 
rence on Quebec Affairs, the Canadian University Press national conference and the 
Loyola College conference "Quebec at the Crossroads." 

Several major University reports were considered by the Students' council, 
including the Joint Governors-Senate Committee on University Government and the 
Senate Committee on Communications of Information. Macdonald student views have 
been presented both through formal briefs and council appointed representatives. 
Official disapproval of the present wording of the Criminal Code regarding distribu- 
tion on birth control, abortion, etc., has been registered with the Justice Minister 
on behalf of the Students Council. In addition Council took the step of providing 
for the Student body worthwhile information on the social and physiological effects 
involved in birth control measures, abortion, and social diseases. 

A major role of Council this year as in the past has been the financing and 
co-ordination of the student organized functions and activities. Policy has generally 
been towards encouraging organizations to become self sufficient whenever possible. 

Council does not boast that its business must all be of a major issue form, for 
ours is the task of dealing with important matters of benefit to the student body 
as a whole. Over the past months these have included the organization of an orienta- 
tion programme, a new bus shelter, a change in dining hall dress regulations, instal- 
lation of an outside stamp machine, approval of a new nylon jacket, investigation of 
Assembly Hall renovations, approval of the organization of a Student — Staff 
Advisory Commit t tee, application to the Uoard of Governors for permission for a beer 
license in the Centre, and the installation of Christmas trees in the village. 

Thai's the past months, what about the months ahead? Clearly no Council 
candidates can predict the issues of a year in student government but there are a 
few areas which will occupy student time. Will the Centennial Centre function as a 
beehive of student activity? Will Macdonald students become actively involved in an 
organized student movement? Will student activists ever recognize the true role of 
University administration? Will the Failt-Ye Times function to inform the Mac- 
donald Student of campus activity and opinion? YOU are the electorate! YOU decide!

It's passed around the offices of 
activist anti - war, civil rights, 
and black power nationalist 
groups in the United States. 




RAMPARTS - Front page editorial 



At the other extreme of poli- 
tical opinion is the New Guard, 
put out by Young Americans for 
Freedom, who still support 
Barry Goldwater. New Guard 
has a larger circulation, but a 
smaller readership, than Libe- 
ration. They have recently in- 
troduced "YAFs' Girl of the 
Month", who unfortunately is 
neither as good looking or as 
well dressed as the East Village 
Other's "Slum Goddess of the 
Month". This has not improved 
their circulation. 

A recent issue of Liberation is 
almost entirely about the march 
on, and picketing of, the Penta- 
gon in Arlington, Virginia. Be- 
sides the descriptions of the 
callousness of troops and mar- 
shalls that one would expect, 
some of the article dealt with 
the need to speak to them man 
to man, as a proponent of a 
view which, threatens them and 
their security. Another article 
stated that there can no longer 
be a separation of the various 
groups trying to change society. 
Hippies, activists, black power 
advocates — all are trying to ac- 
complish the same goals — all 
are together. 

The lists of editors and con- 
tributors to Liberation reads 
like a who's who of the ali- 
enated radical left : Nat Hen- 
toff, Barbara Demming, Marcus 
Raskin, . . . Educational sociolo- 
gist Paul Goodman, author of 
many books, wrote in this same 



his opinion was that there were 
no problems ; the Pentagon 
"had the whole thing pegged". 
A lot of planning went into this 
"defense", right down to the 
method for handling those who 
tried self immolation (nobody 
did, but the troops were ready). 
"CO., extinguishers would freeze 
the "victim, chemical extinguish- 
ers are dangerous in their own 
right, so blankets were decided 
on. They were kept out of sight, 
but close at hand." 

Ramparts is the magazine 
which published Staff Sergeant 
Donald Duncan's article "It was 
all a lie". Duncan had been 
with Special Forces (Green Be- 
rets) in Viet Nam for six years. 
Following this article they told 
all the world that the National 
Student Association was sup- 
ported primarily by the CIA. 
The charges turned out to be 
true. 

Having started out as a small, 
liberal Catholic magazine, Ram- 
parts circulation has grown to 
10 times the size due to this 
recent policy. They sunk a 
fortune into advertising, and it 
has paid off. Ramparts is the 
darling of the liberals (they can 
afford it) and scorned by the ra- 
dicals. 

The December issue had its 
editorial on the front cover. Four 
Draft cards, burning but not yet 
destroyed, bore the names of the 
four senior editors of the maga- 
zine. 



Jean Paul Sartre wrote an art- 
icle defining "genocide" in the 
February issue. This article was 
originally a paper prepared for 
the War Crimes Tribunal held 
in Stockholm under the auspi- 
ces of Lord Bertrand Russell, 
and declared that indescriminate 
killing of a large portion of a 
population or cultural group 
with the intention of bringing 
that group under subjugation is 
genocide, since the intent, if not 
of annhilating the entire popu- 
lation, is to destoy a culture 
and negate a heritage. Under 
this definition, the United States 
was convicted of genocide at 
the War Crimes Tribunal. 

William F. Buckley, in his 
National Review, in turn con- 
demns the War Crimes Tribunal 
on the grounds that it was totally 
unrepresentative, and there was 
no defense of the United States. 
Mr. Buckley is an intelligent 
man. educated at Yale (as was 
Reverend Coffin), and knows 
that US Government officials 
were invited, but declined to 
come. He has himself quoted 
a story about Texas politics : A 
seemingly unbeatable candidate 
was opposed by the regular 
party. 

"We'll say that he commits 
immoral acts with his pigs." 
"But it's not true." 

"So what. We only have to 
get him to deny it." 

This is why the United States 
dki .... 1*3 to defend itself, 
and Buckley, instead of answer- 
ing the charges of the Tribunal, 
questions the validity of it. 

National Review is a humor- 
ous magazine, controlled entire- 
ly by Mr. Buckley, and his dry 
wit shows through in all of the 
news briefs and many of the 
articles. He is a star debater, 
and if subtle sarcasm could win 
elections, he would now be 
mayor of New York City. Un- 
fortunately, he ran on the Con- 
servative Party ticket and came 
in third in a race of three. 

Recently, in National Review, 
there was an item about another 
prospective trial, this time to 
be staged primarily by members 
of Young Americans for Free- 
dom. On trial — International 
Communism. No comment on 
why there were no communists 
on the jury. 

The responsible 
middle 

All of these magazines have 
their own axes to grind, but 
there arc a few which arc con- 
sciously impartial, either inter- 
preting events as accurately and 
perceptively as they can, or 
going out of the way to present 
both sides of any issue. Two 
such arc I.F. Stone's Weekly 
and Commentary. 

Commentary is published by 
the American Jewish Comm- 
ittee, but is not really a Jewish 
magazine. Its avowed purpose 



is to prevent diverse views in 
the hope of creating increased 
understanding of these views, 
and to expose new authors to 
the public. One can have ex- 
tremely negative or positive re- 
actions to individual articles, 
but must admire the magazine 
as a whole. 

There is, however, one thing 
on which they are not impartial; 
their reaction to criticism of 
Israeli policy and actions is ex- 
tremely defensive. I.F. Stone 
was recently on the recieving 
end of a scathing attack by them 
for saying that the continued ex- 
istence and future development 
of the State of Israel depended 
not upon military superiority, 
but on detente with, and aid 
for. the surrounding Arab States. 

It is necessary to understand 
something of the prior actions 
and opinions of Stone in order 
to realize that any charge of 
anti-semitism is erroneous, if 
not ludicrous. In 1948, when 
boatloads of European and 
North America Jews were run- 
ning the British blockade to go 
to the newly formed free state, 
Stone, himself a Jew, travelled 
with them as a reporter. Out 
of his experiences, including 
three months in a British de- 
tention centre, came two very 
sympathetic books. His opinions 
on this and other subjects have 
generally been expressed not in 
terms of feelings, but of react- 
ion to, and effects of, contemp- 
orary events and statements. 

In the fifteen years that he 
has single-handedly put out I.F. 
Stone's Weekly, the accuracy of 



his statements and predictions 
has been higher than those of 
any other Washington corre- 
spondent. 15,000 subscribers pay 
$5.00 a year for 8 pages a week 
of highly educated analysis of 
the news. 

This by no means exhausts 
the extensive spectrum, but this 
half dozen is representative of 
the field. Worthy of special 
mention are several others : 

Honorable mention 

Our Generation, published in 
Montreal, is of the quality of 
scholarly journals, but easier to 
understand, and very liberal, 
rather than intellectually de- 
tached. 

Torn between the need to 
avoid alienating their primarily 
middle class audience, and the 
desire to speak out on political 
and social issues, New Republic 
is looked down on by radicals 
who brand it as an "establish- 
ment liberal rag." Despite its 
support for the Civil Rights 
Movement, Stokely Carmichel 
calls it "part of the White Power 
Press." 

Paul Krassner tries very hard 
to mix fact, satire, and opinion 
in an indistinguishable manner. 
The Realist, of which he is pub- 
lisher, editor and scapegoat, 
comes out sporadically, and is 
anxiously awaited by its sub- 
scribers. It evokes laughter, 
shock, and disbelief. But in the 
back of one's mind is the vague 
uneasiness that the outrageous 
items just might be true. 

And the list goes on and on.
